Planes Blasted From Skies 


During Thrust Deep Into 


Jap-Seized Islands

bombers failed to score a hit and 
only two American planes were 
lost. 
Second; Fleet task forces were 
ranging further westward, evident­ 
ly close to the well-fortified* Jap­ 
anese Caroline islands, where lie 
such im portant enemy bases as 
Ponape, Truk, Yap and Pelew. 
W est Of Gilbert Island 
The navy communique last night 
did not indicate bow deeply this 
area was penetrated. It said mere­ 
ly that the action had taken place 
west of the Gilbert islands—the 
British possessions occupied by the 
Japanese early in the war which 
a fleet task force raided 
with 
destructive results Jan. 31. The 
Carolines are west and slightly 
north of the Gilberts. 
It was apparent, however, that 
the task force had come within 
striking distance of a Japanese 
base, for the heavy bombers that 
attacked were land-based aircraft 
that cannot operate from carriers. 
The navy was silent on the sub­ 
ject, but the task force evidently 
was carrying out a reconnaissance 
in some force with orders to In­ 
flict the maximum punishment on 
any enemy forces encountered.

Attacked in Two Groups 
“In the course of recent naval 
operations 
west of

force of the Pacific fleet consist­ 
ing bf an aircraft carrier, cruisers 
and destroyers, was attacked by 
18 heavy bombers of the enemy 
operating in two groups of nine 
each. 
“These attacks occurred in the 
late 
afternoon 
and 
were 
timed 
one-half bour apart. 
“The Japanese formations were

vigorously 
by our carrier fighting planes and 
by anti-aircraft fire from the ships 
of our task force.

ON POST-WAR ACTION 


Envoy From China Talks Of 


League To Enforce Peace 


By TIm AaMciatod Pim i. 
DELAWARE, 
O., 
March 
I — 
Churchmen seeking the baes of a 
“just and durable peace” were told 
by Dr. Hu Sh lh, Chinese ambassa­ 
dor to the United States, that the 
world order following 
the war 
“must c o m m a n d a 
sufficient 
amount of organized force to sup­ 
port its law and judgment." 
Speaking before a conference of 
the federal council of churches 
Tuesday, he envisaged a "league to 
enforce peace.” The old balance 
of power idea, he said, no longer 
is workable because it can be up­ 
set by a "slight preponderance of 
force or a new combination of 
forces." 
Dr. Hu saw an Independent, uni­ 
fied, modernized and strong China 


as an “Indispensable condition" of 
lasting peace in the Pacific. 
John Foster Dulles, secretary of 
the Second Hague peace confer­ 
ence in 1907, told the representa­ 
tives of 22 million American Prot­ 
estants that victory will not bring 
peace “if we conceive of peace 
as a condition permitting us to 
wreak vengeance.” 
More than 300 delegates from 40 
states and Canada are attending 
the sessions.

IX MONTHS alter the end of the war, when the 
new army reorganisation plan to become effec­ 
tive March 9 expires, its faults and advantages will 
ta well known. Until then, when expert opinion 
presumably will become available to ordinary cit!- 
sens, they can have no reasoned opinion. 
They are glad something new Is being trie d - 
glad because the war has seemed to prove that 
military organisations, with the exception of those 
belonging to countries planning aggression, become 
afflicted with. dry rot and Colonel Blimpiem. In 
fact, no secret has been made of the fact that in 
last summer's war games their own armed forces 
proved to be little more than a match for, say, the 
British, who have not been the shining examples 
of success in modem warfare. 
It Is commonly understood that th® officer per- 
■ sonnel has been Jostled from stem to stern; that 
| some of the red tape has been swept out; that new 
ideas are not an Invitation to oourt martial; but 
'ta le r all, the business at Pearl Harbor happened

The deci­ 
sion to try Kimmel and Short, 
though in itself correct, will do 
great harm if the effect Is to fix 
attention upon the failure of the 
individual commanders and to di­ 
vert 
attention 
from the grave 
faults of the system of which they 
were the unhappy and unfortun­ 
ate products. 
For what has been lacking In 
the conduct of affairs since the 
debacle at Pearl Harbor has been 
evidence of a resolute determina­ 
tion to reform the military sys­ 
tem. 
The dispute* about the publicity 
in regard to the damage done and 
the punishment of individual offi­ 
cers would have fallen into prop­ 
er perspective lf the President and 
his departmental chiefs had shown 
determination to reform the sys­ 
tem rather than to temporize and 
to muddle along. 
Yet the length and the outcome 
of the wajr certainly will depend 
upon bow promptly we identify 
the faults of the military system 
and upon how quickly and boldly 
we correct them. 
The fundamental fault of our 
military system—navy and army— 
is that it is In the hands of men 
who rose to the top by seniority in 
a long pacifist peace and are now 
too old to conduct the war. I know 
that this is a sweeping generali­ 
zation. I know that there are ex­ 
ceptions — for example, Marshal 
Foch and Gen. Pershing in the 
other war. Gen. MacArthur in this 
one. 


p U T I submit that these are the 
exceptions which 
prove the 
rule that Napoleon laid down when 
he said that the first condition 
of being able to conduct a war 
well is to be young. The evidence 
of history is overwhelming on 
this point. The great commanders 
are much more often than not men 
in their 30’s and their 40’s, rather 
than men in their 50's and their 
60’s. 
Let us list some of the great 
commanders of history. Alexander 
was 33 when he died. Hannibal 
was 'winning his most important 
victories before he was 30 years 
old. Caesar waa in his early 40’s 
when he undertook the Gallic wars. 
Consider our own military men. 
Washington was 44 when he took 
command of the Continental army. 
John Paul Jones was 27 at the 
beginning of the W ar of Independ­ 
ence. Decatur was 25 when he 
made his name in the Tripolitan 
war. Perry was 37 in 1812. 
Andrew Jackaon was 48 at the 
Battle of New Orleans. Robert E. 
Lee was 54 at the beginning of the 
war between the states, but his 
greatest field commander, Stone­ 
wall Jackson, was less than 40 
when he was killed. Sherman was 
45 a t the end of his campaign. 
Grant was 43 at Appomatox. 
It may be significant, too. to re­ 
member that in 1934, when Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle published the 
book on mechanised war which 
the French general staff ignored 
and 
the German 
general 
staff 
studied 'so profitably, he was 44 
years old. It Is also interesting 
that Col. William 
Mitchell was 
about 40 when he began to agi­ 
tate for the recognition of air 
power. 
M 
ORE than a hundred 
years 
ago Alexis de TocquevtUs, in 
his incomparable study of democ­ 
racy in America, pointed out that 
democratic 
armies 
are 
always 
weak at the beginning of a war 
—lf the war comes after a long 


peace. The reason for this, he 
said, is. first, that in a democracy 
seniority is the nile for advance­ 
ment and. second, that officers 
do not retire. 
“The chiefs of the army find 
themselves elderly men. . . . One 
sees with surprise that “the sol 
dlers are young and the command 
erg are aging. Thus the younger 
men, held back by over-age offi­ 
cers, lack experience and the over­ 
age officers lack vigor. This, no 
less than the invariable lack c t 
material preparedness, is the rea- 
son why democracies do so badly 
at the outset, and why they do not 
fight wars well until, by death or 
retirement, the path for the ad­ 
vancement of the younger men 
has been cleared.’* 
It would be a miracle lf armies 
were successful when they are 
commandered by men who by the 
slow rule of seniority In peace 
time have reached the top at a 
time when they are already over­ 
age. 
The miracle rarely happens. Tt 
is not happening to us. and broad­ 
ly speaking we may as well make 
up our minds quickly that the ad­ 
mirals and the generals who can 
win this war are most of them not 
admirals and generals today. 
It is by this process of retiring 
the over-aged from the posts of 
command to councils where elder­ 
ly men are useful for reflection 
and advice, it is by uncorking the 
energy of the men who are at 
the right age for war, that we 
most surely can solve the other­ 
wise insoluble and endless debate, 
problems of the strategical and 
tactical organization of our armed 
forces. 
Try as they will and most of 
them try, the new warfare is alien 
to them and 
though they 
try 
bravely to adjust themselves to 
it, the inwardness of it Is not 
part of their minds and they can­ 
not feel it in their bones. Thus 
they yield to pressure and they 
concede this and that. But they 
cannot initiate and they cannot 
invent and they cannot lead. But 
go down to the younger men— 
men in their 30’g and 40's—and 
you are in a generation born and 
bred to mechanized movement and 
already at home, in the air, not 
as an exciting novel, but as part 
of, the nature of things for them, 
as riding a horse is to a cowboy 
on the plains. 
T 
HE President, who is comman­ 
der-in-chief, and the secretary 
of the navy and the secretary of 
war have in this fundamental mat­ 
ter the final responsibility. It de­ 
pends upon them whether we con­ 
tinue our present policy of trying 
to re-educate the over-age com 
manderg and gradually and pain 
lessly to replace some of them 
here and there, or whether we 
take the broad and fundamental 
view that we shall uncork and re 
lease the energy of the younger 
officers by retiring the over-aged. 
In facing this, the Immediately 
crucial problem of his conduct of 
the war, the President should re­ 
member that he himself Is 60 
years of age, and that when he 
really knew the navy Intimately 
he was only 35, and that we were 
fighting a very different kind of 
war. 
He should ask himself whether 
In military affairs he may not un­ 
consciously have become himself 
old-fashtoned 
and 
conservative 
and whether he does not need 
and whether in the active con­ 
duct of the war he must not have, 
for his principal advisers soldiers 
and sailors ami airmen who are 
no older than Napoleon ami Nel­ 
son and Wellington, than Grant 
and

Cook’s report was forgotten until 1778 when England needed a 
new penal colony, its .outlets for criminals in, the States having 
been cut off.

By 18160 the popu­ 
lation was 1,145.585. and it has grown steadily at the rate of a million 
or more every 20 years. 
Reaction of many persons In the United States to A ustralians — 
particularly a ir cad ets* here for training—is that “they are more 
American than British.” 
A ustralians have borrowed American slang, invented much of 
their own such as “Dinkum oil,” which means the straight dope. We 
have borrowed the A ustralian ballot, but not to the extreme It is used 
in Australia, where people who do not vote are fined. 
The continent’s courts have been making Industrial and wage 
Judgm ents for nearly 40 years, well in advance of our own labor legis­ 
lation. A ustralia has m ore than 900.000 trade unionists, possibly the 
world’s highest percentage of unionization.

A DECADE or more ago 
Dr. 
Graham Lusk announced that 
JIO would not try to prepare an­ 
other edition of his textbook on 
nutrition and dietetics, because he 
believed that investigation of the 
subject had gone about as far as 
it could along the lines of chem­ 
istry and that it awaited the de­ 
velopment of something probably 
In the field of physical chemistry. 
His prediction i s ‘coming near to 
fulfillment In the use of radioac­ 
tive elem ents to study living pro­ 
cesses. 
Probably the most useful tool 
for research since the discovery 
of the microscope" is the way this 
new method is described by Dr. 
Joseph O. Hamilton, of the Uni- j 
verslty of California. 
lf so It is epoch-making indeed,' 
because the introduction of 
the 
microscope gave us the sciences 


of pathology — the science of 
disease — of 
bacteriology, 
the 
cause Of infectious diseases, the 
fertilization of the soil, of em­ 
bryology, the development of liv­ 
ing creatures from the time of 
fertilization, of heredity, of minute 
anatomy, a third of the science 
of diagnosis,

fluences out of the hide business. 
It's a long process to a t least 
partly purify the material but 
Paul Highby, a mammalogist for 
the 
Minnesota 
conservation 
de­ 
partment, vouches for it. 
Highby says beaver hide thugs 
who used to fly their loot into 
Canadian channels or even direct 
to eastern fences have been put 
out of business because of govern­ 
ment restrictions on private fly­ 
ing. 
Unofficial 
estimates 
are 
that 
racketeers, concentrating in 
the 
northland woods-lake areas, have 
taken as high at $1,000,000 annu­ 
ally in beaver hides from Minne­ 
sota, the nation's top producer. 
Besides the big woods fur rack­ 
ets, 
recurring 
smaller scandals 
develop over the rich fur trade. 
Just 
recently 
some 
pelt 
tags 
were stolen from the state game 
and fish department. The tags, a t­ 
tached to illegally taken beaver 
hides worth several thousand dol­ 
lars, were spotted In a Minneapo­ 
lis fur house. 
Finally a northland fur agent 
was arrested. He implicated a 
suspended 
state 
game 
warden. 
Bat the latter was exonerated at 
a Jury trial. 
But, big and little trappers go 
right 
along 
with 
their 
legal 
catches and marketing in a worth­ 
while and adventurous effort cen­ 
tering on beaver and muskrats 
that last year netted cash running 
well beyond $1,000,000.

BIDDING ON ARMS 


Moves To Spur Delivery Of 


Planes, Tanks And Ships 


By Th* Amociatrd Press. 
WASHINGTON. March 4—Don 
ald M. Nelson Tuesday night sue 
pended competitive bidding on mill 
tary contracts for the war's dur­ 
ation in order to speed delivery of 
planes, tanka, ships and equipment 
and to get more war contracts into 
the hands of small manufacturers. 
The chairman of the W ar Pro­ 
duction Board issued his “Directive 
No. 2” with the announced ob­ 
jective of insuring the “widest pos­ 
sible placement of war supply con­ 
tracts and a much greater utilisa 
tion of small plants and factories.* 
Four Provisions Set 
' 
The directive, effective immedi 
ately, eet forth these four provis 
ions as mandatory guides for army 
and navy purchasing hereafter. 
1.—Effective at once, all mill 
tary supply contracts are to be 
placed by negotiation instead of by 
competitive bidding, unless tho di­ 
rector of purchases, WPB, specifi­ 
cally authorizes the use of competi­ 
tive bids. 
2.—In 
placing 
contracts 
pri­ 
mary emphasis is to be placed on 
speed of delivery. 
3.—Contracts for standard and 
semi-standard 
articles 
relatively 
simple to make shall be placed 
with smaller concerns so that the 
facilities of the large, mote fully 
equipped firms may remain avail­ 
able for production of more dtffl 
cult and complicated items. 
4.—Subject to these considera­ 
tions, contracts are to be placed 
with concerns which need the small­ 
est quantities of new machinery 
and equipment. 
Sees Better Use Of Plants 
The first provision, a statement 
by Nelson said, is expected to re­ 
sult in broader use of the coun­ 
try’s productive capacity. 
Under competitive bidding, large 
concerns which already hold ex­ 
tensive war contracts are often able 
to underbid small manufacturers 
who are not doing any war work 
at all,” the announcement 
ex­ 
plained. 
"When this happens the contract 
ordinarily is given to the low bid­ 
der even though that may prevent 
a perfectly capable small firm from 
getting into war production.” 
Officials said it was probable that 
WPB specifically will authorize the 
treasury procurement division to 
continue with its competitive bid­ 
ding system and that such authori­ 
zations could be extended if neces­ 
sary to certain other federal agen­ 
cies. 
The epeed-up directive was aimed 
particularly, 
they 
explained, 
at 
army, navy and maritime commis­ 
sion procurement methods. 
His 
aim, Nelson stated, was frankly to 
“shift the emphasis away from 
price and put it upon speed.”

Proper CareWill Add More LifeToWool Blanket

W 
HEN the housewife hear* that 
Uncle Sam is requisitioning 
the entire 1942 domestic raw wool 
crop to provide for the needs of 
his arm ed forces, she’s going to 
stop and think; 
wonder; among 
other things, 
how her blankets 
are going to hold up during the 
long months ahead when she won’t 
be able to get any more. 
One of the things she’ll do first 
is to examine her blankets for 
worn bindings, then rebind them 
where 
necessary. Another 
thing 
she’ll look into is the m atter of 
laundering them properly, in order 


to preserve the life of the delicate 
wool libers. 
F irst rule for washing blankets 
is to wash each one separately, 
using soft warm—not h o t—w ater 
in which neutral soap flakes have 
been thoroughly dissolved. 
Never 
rub 
blankets; 
squeeze 
the w ater through them repeated­ 
ly, but-not for more than three to 
five minutes. Be sure to wash 
each of your blankets separately 
so they’ll come out of their bath 
as soft and fluffy as they were 
before they went in. 
Then rinse thoroughly in 
wa­ 
ter of the sam e tem perature and 
squeeze out the water preferab­ 


ly by hand, ft a w ringer . Is used 
have it loosely adjusted and don’t 
force blanket between rolls. 
After the blanket is thorough­ 
ly, dry, press its satin borders care­ 
fully w ith-a cool iron to restore to 
its original smoothness and silki­ 
ness. 
An im portant step in bringing 
back, fluffiness is to shake each 
blanket out well after rinsing it 
in clear w ater of the same tem ­ 
perature you used to wash. Never 
put your blankets in a dryer. Dry 
them by hanging on a rack, being 
sure to straighten out all borders 
while still damp, as dem onstrated 
above.

CHICAGO—The W estern conference, which in 1906 pioneered in 
barring freshmen from intercollegiate competition, may take steps tills 
week toward wartime modification of the ban. 
No one expects the faculty committee, the Big Ten’s governing 
body, to drop all the bans on first year participation, but these com­ 
promises have been suggested:

Boys' Camp Endangered By 


Shells Near Puerto Rico

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico. March 
4—An enemy vessel, presumably a 
submarine, made the w ars first 
attack on United States soil in life 
Atlantic Monday night, harmlessly 
shelling thp cliffs of Mona island, 
a pinpoint of volcanic rock in the 
Mona passage 60 miles south of 
Puerto Rico. 
The office of Gov. Rexford Guy 
Tugwell announced yesterday that 
word of the attack came in a radio 
message from Remberto Cassaba, 
assistant director of a national 
youth administration camp on the 
island. 
Cassaba Informed Sam P. GII- 
strap, national youth administra­ 
tor for Puerto Rico, that some 30 
shells landed far up on the cliffs 
and caused no damage or casual­ 
ties. 
Cassaba said ths boys at the 
camp ’’behaved very well’’, but 
added, “we want protection at 
once." 
Forestry officials confirmed the 
attack, which was put down here, 
merely as nuisance shelling. 
Naval authorities made no offi­ 
cial comment, but dismissed any 
theory that the shelling might 
have been due to target practice 
In the vicinity. American air and 
naval patrols were reported cov­ 
ering wide reaches of the Carib­ 
bean in a hunt for the raider. 
Mona, a mere 4% miles long by 
3*4 miles wide, Is rated Of no mili­ 
tary importance. It is primarily a 
tourist fishing resort. 
Forty years ago a German com­ 
pany worked guano deposits in 
numerous caverns in the cliffs.

GASOLINE RATIONING 
BELIEVED IMMINENT

NEW YORK, March 4—Fuel oil 
supplies on the eastern seaboard 
have been reduced so sharply by 
tanker shortages and torpedoings, 
oil men said today, that gasoline 
rationing even on a national scale 
may be necessary within a few 
days. 
Industry members said gasoline 
rationing may be needed to allow 
tankers and tank cars to concen­ 
trate on building up supplies of 
fuel oil in the east coast area from 
Georgia to Maine. 
While gasoline stocks on the 
eastern seaboard were below those 
of this period last year their de­ 
crease was far lees than that in 


stocks of fuel oil which for weeks 
have been growing steadily small­ 
er. 
Eastern home owners already 
have been rationed by companies 
supplying them with fuel oil. with 
each purchaser allowed no re-fills 
until his furnace tank is four- 
fifths empty and none given more 
than 75 percent of capacity.

This atrength, he added, “lies not 
so much in its soldiers as in the 
simplicity of its methods.” 
Discussing the lost Malayan cam 
paign, Gen, Bennett aaid the diffi­ 
culty ftor the British and Austral­ 
ian forces was “the complicated 
system we have evolved in our 
army which makes rapid coordina 
tion difficult.” 
“Each Japanese soldier,” he said, 
“carried an air-tight tin of raw 
rice making him independent of 
the army food supply services.” 
“They used mortars which were 
easily transportable in th# jungle. 
“Virtually the only artillery they 
used WM that captured from our 
forces.” 
The general said another striking 
feature of Japanese tactics was 
the speed with which they called 
up air support.
